allowed to address the Council on any one item. Each speaker’s comments will be
limited to three (3) minutes.

e No signs or placards, in support of or in opposition to an item or speaker, shall be
permitted within the Council Chamber.

e Members of the public may address the City Council on any item pertaining to City
business during the Comments and Questions portion of the meeting. A member of the
public is limited to one appearance before the City Council and the speaker’s comments
will be limited to three (3) minutes.

1. First reading of proposed ordinance accepting for budget purposes the Miami-Dade
County Assessment Roll; establishing a tax millage rate of 6.3018 mills which is an
increase of .51% over the roll back rate; repealing all ordinances or parts of ordinances
in conflict herewith; providing penalties for violation hereof; providing for a severability
clause; and providing for an effective date.

2. First reading of proposed ordinance approving and adopting the Operating Budget for
the City of Hialeah, Florida, in the amount of $110,000,000, for the Fiscal Year 2013-

4. First reading of proposed ordinance approving and adopting the budget for the Debt
Service Funds of the City of Hialeah, Florida, for the Fiscal Year 2013-2014,
commencing on October 1, 2013 and ending on September 30, 2014, in the total amount
of $7,704,739. Repealing all ordinances or parts of ordinances in conflict herewith;
providing penalty for violation hereof; providing for a severability clause; and providing
for an effective date.

5. First reading of proposed ordinance approving and adopting the budget for the Capital
Project Funds of the City of Hialeah, Florida, for the Fiscal Year 2013-2014,
commencing on October 1, 2013 and ending on September 30, 2014, in the total amount
of $12,575,287. Repealing all ordinances or parts of ordinances in conflict herewith;
providing penalty for violation hereof; providing for a severability clause; and providing
for an effective date.

6. First reading of proposed ordinance approving and adopting the Street Transportation
Funds of the City of Hialeah, Florida, for the Fiscal Year 2013-2014, commencing on
October 1, 2013 and ending on September 30, 2014, in the total amount of $5,667,183;
repealing all ordinances or parts of ordinances in conflict herewith; providing penalty for
violation hereof; providing for a severability clause; and providing for an effective date.

7. First reading of proposed ordinance approving and adopting the Stormwater Fund of the
City of Hialeah, Florida, for the Fiscal Year 2013-2014, commencing on October 1,
2013 and ending on September 30, 2014, in the total amount of $3,502,550; repealing all
ordinances or parts of ordinances in conflict herewith; providing penalty for violation
hereof; providing for a severability clause; and providing for an effective date.

8. First reading of proposed ordinance approving and adopting the budget of the
Department of Public Works of the City of Hialeah, Florida, for the Fiscal Year 2013-
2014 commencing on October 1, 2013 and ending on September 30, 2014, in the total
amount of $82,747,794.00; and approving water and sewer rate increases, as attached
hereto, to help offset wholesale sewer rate increases imposed by Miami Dade County
effective October 1, 2013, in conjunction with a Consumer Price Index (CPI) adjustment
and to maintain proper ratios of operating revenues and operating expenses as required
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by loan agreements and the solid waste budget of $14,556,749.00 which represents no
increase in solid waste fees and charges; repealing all ordinances or parts of ordinances
in conflict herewith; providing penalty for violation hereof; providing for a severability
clause; and providing for an effective date.
